^he final payments at the Sink- 
ing Fund office show that there 
are 720 saloons in Louisville, li- 
censed until August 1, 1909. 

Each of these saloons pays to 
the city $500 a year, and therefore 
the city has collected from the .re- 
tail liquor business, $360,000. 

The Evening Post has made a 
very careful inquiry, extending 
over several weeks, into the cost 
of simply the running expenses of 
the^saloons of Louisville, aided by 
a retired saloon keeper of Louis- 
ville, who has operated a saloon in 
four different places, has also con- 
sulted officials of the Central Con- 
sumers Company and more than a 
dozen saloon keepers. 

As a result of the most careful 
examination the Evening Post 
finds that the cost of running these 
720 saloons ranges from $4,000 at 
the most ordinary corner grocery 
to something over $70,000 a year 
at the Seel bach Hotel. 

The average cost for each of the 
720 saloons in Louisville, carefully 
estimated, is $8,500 a year. 

Therefore the money to be col- 
lected in the city of Louisville by 
the 720 saloons must be $6,460,000 
before the saloons can make any- 
thing. As a decided majority of 
the saloons make handsome profits, 
a total revenue is taken in over the 
bars of the saloons of Louisville of 
not less than $9,000,000 a year.

At Ft. Meyer, Va., Orville 
Wright made the two greatest 
areoplane Mights ever made pub- 
licly in this country when he re- 
mained in the air over 11 minutes 
on his first flight and nearly eight 
on the second on Septemher 8. 

Throughout both flights Wright 
apparently had the machine under 
perfect control, rising at times to 
60 feet and making sharp turns. 

Sweeping to earth like a giant 
ea.<de, the machine was brought 
down by Wright within thirty 
feet of the starting apparatus, 
having made 18 complete circles of 
the field in 11 minutes and 10 sec- 
onds. 

Wright started for the second 
attempt. On one trip around the 
field he flew over the stables which 
line it on one side, and again on 
another round he flew over the 
"Aerial Garage," where the aero- 
plane is housed. 

After eight circles of the field 
Wright brought his machine 
down. It was estimated that 
Wright covered 6i miles in the 
first flight at an average of 86 miles 
an hour and on the second fl ght 
4i miles.

Goes to Canada and Writes of 
Its form of Government and 
The Liberties it Extends 

[Editor Sun-Sentinel, Winchester.] 
A travel of some three thousand 
miles in the Dominion of Canada 
gave us an opportunity to learn 
much of that wonderful country, 
its government and the inhabitants. 

Canada has a government form 
like ours, without the things that 
has given us trouble. What we 
call a State is a Province in Can- 
ada. The central government es- 
tablishes the lines and there is no 
such thing as a dispute over State 
rights. If a crime is committed, 
any civil officer can arrest the 
party charged with it, anywhere. 

The Governor General 
is appointed by the Crown, 
assisted by the Cabinet. The 
members of the Senate are ap- 
pointed by the Governor General 
and serve for life. They are se- 
lected without regard to politics 
and are men who as a rule have 
large experience and have demon- 
strated their fitness for the exalted 
position. Every Act must be ap- 
proved by the Senate before it be- 
comes u law. Members of Parlia- 
ment and the House of Commons 
are elected by the qualified voters. 
The Lieutenant Governor of each 
Province is appointed by the Gov- 
ernor General. All Judges are 
appointed. Should an appointee 
be found unworthy, lie is removed 
without ceremony. A municipality 
corresponds to our county divis- 
ions, with the executive officer! 
elected by the people. In cities 
the same rule prevails. There is 
no such thing as intimidation in 
Judge that would
